HERE COME THE AUTOMATIC SPENDING CUTS-OR NOT

A special debt-reduction committee in Congress failed to 
reach an agreement Monday extending partisan gridlock into 
the 2012 election year and setting the stage for $1.2 trillion in 
automatic spending cuts. 

‘After months of hard work and intense deliberations, we 
have come to the conclusion today that it will not be possible 
to make any bipartisan agreement available to the public be- 
fore the committee’s deadline,” panel co-chairmen GOP Rep. 
Jeb Hensarling of Texas and Democratic Sen. Patty Murray of 
Washington said in an emailed statement. 

The two said they “remain hopeful that Congress can build 
on this committee’s work and can find a way to tackle this issue 
in a way that works for the American people and our economy” 

Standard & Poor’s said it would keep the U.S. government’s 
credit rating at AA+ after the supercommittee’s announce- 
ment. S&P, which stripped the U.S. of its top AAA grade 
Aug. 5, said it decided that the failure didn’t merit another 
downgrade. 


The official announcement of failure by the supercom- 
mittee came after members spent the day shuttling be- 
tween meetings to try to reach a last-ditch accord on at least 
$1.2 trillion in cuts. The supercommittee was supposed to end 
an impasse in Washington after talks over the past year aimed 
at reducing the deficit collapsed amid partisan wrangling. 

Both parties have blamed each other for the stalemate, 
with Democrats saying Republicans wouldn’t relent on taxes 
and Republicans accusing Democrats of rejecting an offer to 
raise revenue along with spending cuts. 

The debate in Washington now focuses on the automatic 
cuts slated to start in 2013. 

Congress has a history of undoing previous attempts to 
require debt reduction, and lawmakers on both sides of the 
aisle are already trying to use legislative levers to stop the au- 
tomatic cuts from taking effect. 

The lack of a deal also would deprive Obama of a vehicle 
to extend a payroll tax cut and insurance benefits for unem- 
ployed Americans, which expire at the end of the year.

As a congressional supercommittee announced it has 
failed to come up with $1.2 trillion in budget cuts, a new 
national survey indicates most Americans support a plan 
that would include increasing taxes on the wealthy and 
major cuts in domestic spending programs. 

But according to a CNN/ORC International Poll re- 
leased Monday there’s a partisan divide between Demo- 
crats and Republicans over tax increases and spending 
cuts that explains the inability of the 12-member panel 
to come to an agreement on a deficit reduction plan by 
Wednesday’s deadline. 

The survey indicates that two-thirds of the public 
supports increasing taxes on higher-income Americans 
and businesses, with just 32 percent opposed to such a 
move by the super committee. That’s a slight increase 
since early August, when the panel of six Democrats 
and six Republicans was created. And by a 60 percent to 
39 percent margin, Americans back major cuts in spend- 
ing in domestic government programs, basically un- 
changed from late summer. 

But the poll indicates a partisan divide, with Republi- 
cans opposed to tax increases by a 59 percent to 39 per- 
cent margin and Democrats against spending cuts by a 
57 percent to 42 percent margin. 

What about independent voters, who are crucial to 
the outcome of presidential and congressional elections? 

“Nearly seven in 10 independent voters don’t have a 
problem with raising taxes on the wealthy and corpo- 
rations,” CNN polling director Keating Holland said. 
“But independents also back major domestic spending 
cuts — something that Republicans favor but Democrats 
oppose.” 

According to the survey, Americans are overwhelm- 
ingly opposed to raising taxes on the middle class, which 
was never on the table, six in 10 are against major cuts in 
military spending, and 57 percent are opposed to major 
changes to entitlement programs such as Social Security 
and Medicare. 


What does failure look like? 

Failure by the committee-evenly split between six 
Democrats and six Republicans from the House and 
Senate-sets in motion an alternative timetable for $1.2 tril- 
lion in spending reductions starting in January 2013. 

Leaders on both sides of the aisle are unhappy with the 
nature of the fallback plan, which cuts evenly from domes- 
tic and defense programs. Social Security Medicaid, food 
stamps, veterans’ benefits and other politically sensitive 
programs are spared the budget ax. cnn

A Western lowland gorilla has been born at Lincoln 
Park Zoo, the first of the endangered species born 
there since 2005, and will be introduced to the pub- 
lic Tuesday, the zoo announced Monday 

The female gorilla, who has not yet been named, 
was born Wednesday According to an email release 
from the zoo, the newborn “appears to be doing 
well” with her mother Ran a, a 16 -year-old gorilla 
who gave birth for the first time. 

'The father, a 22-year-old silverback gorilla, “seems 
proud of his new offspring and has stayed protec- 
tively close to mother and baby,” the release said* 
The ZOO'S Regen stein Center for African Apes 
has been closed to the public since the newborn’s 
birth, allowing the gorillas an opportunity to adjust 
to the new arrival and letting zoo personnel study 
the mother and infant to “ensure appropriate care- 


taking.” The building will re-open to the public at 
10 a. m. Tuesday 

“Rana has taken very well to motherhood,” Mau- 
reen Leahy, curator of primates, said in a statement. 
“She is showing all of the signs of a doting new mom 
and is appropriately tender toward and watchful 
over her infant.” 

Rana was born at Rrookfield Zoo in 1995 and 
came to Lincoln Park Zoo in 2010, according to the 
zoo, which has a group of seven gorillas. 

The newborn gorilla is the 49th born at Lincoln 
Park Zoo since 1970, according to the statement. 

According to the zoo, Western lowland gorillas 
are “critically endangered” in their native Central 
Africa because of poaching and habitat loss. Lin- 
coln Park Zoo is one of a number of zoos partici- 
pating in an Endangered Species Protection Plan 
for the apes*

A Jesuit priest has been arrested in Chicago 
on charges that he sexually assaulted a boy 
io years ago in Colorado. 

The Rev Richard Janies Kurtz, 67, was ar- 
rested without incident Monday at the Soci- 
ety of Jesus Chicago-Detroit Province office 
at 2050 N. Clark St., officials said.

Sick? Or 
faking it? 

As the end of the year nears, 
many workers are calling in 
to say (cough, cough) 
they’ll be staying home 

If you plan to use the last of your 2011 
sick days before the end of the year- 
even if you’re not really 
under the weather— you 
might not be alone. 
Companies that track em- 
ployee time off and other worker 
issues say sick-day use among those 
who aren’t sick is on the rise. 

From 2006-10, the Workforce Institute at 
Kronos, a human resources policy group, found an 
18 percent increase among workers who admitted 
to taking a sick day when they weren’t really sick. 
And a 2007 survey by human resources consultant 
CCH found that two-thirds of U.S. employees who 
call in sick at the last minute actually weren’t. 

“That’s Take’ sick time,” director Joyce Maroney 
said. 

Fake sick time is something many companies can’t af- 
ford, but the reasons employees have for faking it often 
go beyond just playing hooky 

Using sick days to tend to the needs of children and older 
relatives is increasing among workers whose employers do 
not allow sick leave for family care, staffing professionals say 
"It’s not always an illegitimate reason,” said Julie Tappero, 
president of West Sound Workforce, a West Coast staffing 
service. “There are plenty of legitimate reasons why em- 
ployees take sick days.” 

Increased concern about finances and job security may 
make some employees hesitant about calling in sick, but 
certain absences can’t always be planned. 

“The reality is that we all bring to work some of our 
personal worries,” said Jennifer Piliero, a manager for 
human resources management company Ceridian U.S.

It was nice to do something that was really pure and sweet 
and innocent. It’s sort of a trade-off You can t do the raun- 
chy jokes, but you get to do these totally Muppety jokes that 
you don’t do in regular films. It was a fair trade-off for me. 

What is it about Muppets that appeals to you? 

I think what separates “The Muppets” [from other com- 
edies] is that they never get laughs at other people’s ex- 
pense. Their jokes are kind and honest and pure. Even as an 
adult when you turn on the Muppets, you’re reminded of 
the best version of yourself

I’ll start this by admitting up front 
that I’m not Rihanna’s target audience. Hell, if we’re 
being completely transparent, I’m the guy trying to 
sleep with Rihanna’s target audience. 

Now that I’ve gotten that out of the way: This al- 
bum is a Frankenstein’s monster of “I am in charge of 
my sexuality and you can’t do anything about it” chest- 
thumps (the title track) and “For the love of God, 
will you just do me already?” songs (“Birthday Cake,” 
“Cockiness (Love It)”), and the mix is confusing when 
presented as a complete work. Which Rihanna is the 
real one? 

Also, can we do away with this whole “Mainstream 
America probably hasn’t heard this song, so I’ll just 
sing over it!” trend in pop music? Rihanna warbles on 
top of “Intro” by The xx on “Drunk On Love” and 
none other than, yes, Metallica’s “Wherever I May 
Roam” on “Red Lipstick.” 

Overall, “Talk That Talk” leans more toward ballads 
and should be a sturdy addition to Rihanna’s ever- 
growing catalog of super-popular songs that aren’t as 
good as “Umbrella” was. @remixchicago
